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USEFUL LIFE OF GREEN 
BEARD ENDS 



Dies At The Age Of Eighty-Six At 
His Home In Hardinsburg. 
Important Man Of Business, 
Political, Social, And Relig- 
ious Life. Born In Vir- 
ginia 



FUNERAL HELD FRIDAY 

Hardinsburg, Anril 22. (Special)— 
Green W. Beard was born in Franklin 
county, Va. Dec. 27, IMS UK) died at 
his home in Hardinsburg April 18,191 fl. 
He was SO years old. 

While he was yet a small ooy his 
parents moved to Kentucky and settled 
near Freedom church, this county. At 
the age of twelve he was left an orphan 
and was brought to Hardinsburg for 
the purpose of being an apprentice. 
In the court room he was told to select 
some man present with whom he would 
like to live. After scanning the faces 
and reading them as only a shrewd 
child can read he took his stand be- 
side Elizah R. Eskridge, father of the 
late Morris Eskridge, and said: "I want 
to live with this man." It was a wise 
selection. He was taught the trade of 
a cabinet workman and reared with 
that care that developes industry, hon- 
esty, and the nobler traits that meas- 
ure the real man. He was a good 
workman; in fact, it was said he did 
only the best of work. Thoroughness 
was a characteristic of the young man, 
and to the close of his life, industry 
was one of his prominent traits. For 
years he was in the mercantile busi- 
ness, being a member of the lirm of 
dcard and Hensley. At a subsequent 
period -sold goods himself after his 
withdrawal from the linn. 

Throughout his long life he was 
clcsely indeniilied with the history of 
Hardinsburg, his adopted town, and the 
welfare of his county was ever near his 
heart. One of tne original temperauce 
advocates in the county, he gave his 
time and means to combat the evil of 
strong drink. With what help he 
could secure he waged the tights, even 
furnishing the entire expense In some 
of the earlier temperance campaigns. 
He was sheriff of the county through a 
part of the Civil War period, and at a 
later date was elected to represent the 
county in State legislature. Too, no

State Convention in Louisville Will 
Be Held by Democrats May 29th 

Democratic Executive Committee Issues Call and 
Makes Exception to Five Big Cities, Louisville, 
Covington, Newport, Lexington and Paducah-- 
Precinct Meetings for The Metropolis. 



Louisville, Ky., April K>. — Louisville 
gets the Democratic state convention 
at Baltimore. 

The state convention will be held on 
Wednesday, May 29. 

The delegates to the state conven- 
tion will be selected as follows: 

In all counties excepting those con- 
taining first and second-class cities, 
mass conventions will be held on May 
25- 

In counties containing first-class 
cities precinct mass conventions will 
be held on May 2."> to select delegates 
to a county mass convention on May 27, 
which in turn will select the delegates 
to the state convention. 

The counties affected by the precinct 
meetings are: Jefferson (Louisville), 
Kenton (Covington). Campbell (New- 
port), Fayette (Lexington) and Mc- 
Cracken (Paducah) 

The basis of representation of each 
county to the state convention in one 
for each 200 and fractiou cast for \V. 
J. Bryan in I9OS. The new county of 
McCreary is given one vote. 

The resolution fixing precinct meet- 
ings in the counties having the large 
cities received every vote but one, that 
of \V. P. McDonogh, the member from 
the Fifth district, who protested that it 
was unfair. He emphasized the ob- 
jections previously made bv Mayer 
Head to discrimination against Louis- 
ville. 

Mr. McDonogh, of Louisville, offered 
a resolution exactly worded like the one 
adopted by the committee for the last 
state convention, calling a state con- 
vention in June anil providing that the 
delegates be selected at mass county 
conventions in every county. The Mc- 
Donogh resolution was voted down by 
the same vote the Lawrence resolution 
can ied .

SIXTEEN HUNDRED LIVES LOST 
OCEAN-LINER TITANIC SINKS 

Iceberg Struck and the Mammoth New Steam- 
ship Plunged Into the Depths Before 
Aid Arrived World Famous Pas- 
sengers Are Among the Dead.

Perishing Host Kneels To Offer Silent

WHERE THE TITANIC MET HER FATS, 



New York.— From the lips of the 
survivors of the Ill-fated Titanic them- 
selves the story of one of the areaiest 
ocean catastrophes in history was told 
In all Its terrifying details 

Mingled in the recital of the horror 
are descriptions of the sublime hero- 
ism of the crew and most of the pas- 
sengers, and of the childlike faith in 
the mercy of a forgivlui* Providence, 
and hope for a tearless heaven evinced 
by the perishing host on the doomed 
leviathan. 

According to the wife of Jacques 
Futrelle, the renowned author, the 
•ship's band, which had been playing 
from the time of the impact of the big 
craft with the ioberg. in order to 
buoy up the spirit of the crew and 
passengers, was heard to play "Near 
er, My Ood, To Thee" shortly before 
the ship began to sin k. 

Many Knelt In Prayer. 

As the strains of the familiar, soul- 
stirring hymn resounded over the 
waves, men, women and children un- 
covered their beads and hundreds 
knelt and prayed. 

Mrs. ,Iac<pies Kutrelle says that the 
members of the crew had to use force 
to separate wives and children from 
husbands and parents, and had to 
throw them into the lifeboats 

Jacques Kuturelle was one of the 
first cabin passengers who parted with 
his wife and steadfastly refused to 
accept a chance to enter a lifeboat 
when he knew that the Titanic was 
Finking under him. 

"When the Titanic hit the iceberg 
there was the most appalling excite- 
ment." said Mrs. Kutrelle. "and who, 
after they have passed through such 
an experience, could blame those poor 
people for the panic that overwhelm- 
ed some of them? 

Cives Up All Hope. 

"I do not doubt that my husband !s 
dead; but even that knowledge can 
not make me suffer more There 
could be nothing worse than the men- 
tal anguish through which I have pass- 
ed since we were rescued. 

"Jacques is (lead, but he died like 
n hero, that I kno.v. Three or four 
times al'tet the crash I rushed up to 
him ami clasped him in my arms and

"When the ship struck all the pas 
aengers rushed on d -el;." said Mis- 
Allen, "but were told to go back tc 
their berths. >s there was no danger 
An hour later they were all ordered 
to reassemble on deck. 

Asleep as Crash Came. 

"We were asleep In our berths when 
the Titanic crashed into the Iceberg 



We immediately rushed on deck, only 
stopping to throw on a coat over our 
nlghtgowna. The night was bright and 
starlit. We could see the crowds of 
passengers falling down the stairways 
while the officers sought to reassure 
them of their safely. Maj. Mutt and 
Col. Astor stood by the lifeboats 
bravely and helped the women. They 
did not think the boat was going to 
sink. 

"The Titanic kept settling lower and 
lower, however. Then word came that 
the engine room was flooded. 

"There was some shooting. They 
would not allow those half-crazed men 
to gel into the boats. 

"1 was in one of the lifeboats. After 
we were lowered away the men in our 
boat started lo row. I looked back to 
the Titanic and could see the big ship 
settling. She seemed already to be 
only half her former height. 

Ordered To Row Harder. 

"The officers in charge of our life- 
boat kepi urging the men at the oars 
to row harder. Some of the oarsmen 
fell exhausted. Then we women took 
lurns at the oars. We must have 
been about a mile away from the Ti- 
tanic when she went undt r. 

"There was a big wave. The sea 
was calm otherwise, and I asked a 
sailor what it was. Me said. 'The Ti- 
tanic has sunk.' 

"It was bitterly cold. We half-dress- 
ed women suffered intensely until we 
were picked up." 

According to one of the first passen- 
gers ashore, the Titanic struck the ice- 
berg at 11:41 p. m. Sunday night, and 
went down at 1:80 Monday morning. 
The Carpathia reached the scene at 
4:10. She picked up 1!' lifeboats. 
Broke in the Middle. 

.1. n. Thayer, of Philadelphia, said: 

"The Titanic struck about midnight, 
as near as I can guess. It rode upon 
the ice, hesitated for a few seconds | 
and then slipped off with a tremendous 
erasli and broke in the middle. The 
manning of the lifeboats Immediately 
began. 

"Mruce Ismay manned one of the 
boats as a sailor. Hut he had no 
sooner taken his seat at one of the 
oars than he jumped up again and 
gave his place to a wotran. Then Is- 
may, with an oar in his hands, got into 
a second lifeboat.

Three Explosions in Boiler Room as 
Vessel Filled Added to Panic— Big 
Liner's Side Ripped By Iceberg as 
If a Gigantic Knife Had Been Hit- 
Major Butt Believed to Have Felled 
12 Men Before He Himself if Felled. 

New York. — Freighted wjth her ar- 
gosy (it woe. disaster and death, bring- 
ing glad reunion to some but misery 
unutterable to many, the Carpathia, 
with the survivors of the lost Titanic 
aboard, came back to a grief-stricken 
city and nation. 

The story she brought home was 
one to crush the heart with its pathos, 
but at the same time to thrill it with 
pride in the manly and womanly forti- 
tude displayed in the face of the most 
awful peril and inevitable death. 

When the great liner went down It 
took with her to death all but 745 of 
her human cargo of 2,340 souls. 

Six Die After Being Rescued. 

To this awful death list six persons 
were added. One died in a lifeboat. 
Which was put off from the liner's 
side, and five subsequently succumbed 
on the rescue ship Carpathia. 

The list of prominent men missing 
stands as previously reported, and the 
total death list as brought to port by 
the Carpathia is 1,001. 

As the Titanic sank, according to 
the story of those who were among 
the last to leave her wounded hulk, 
('apt. Smith stood to his post, calm, 
resolute, efficient to the last, and when 
all that mortal man could do for the 
L'.oimi lives intrusted to his care he 
laised bis revolver and shot himself 
while standing on the bridge. 

'I he ohlef engineer is also reported 
to have taken his life, and three Ital- 
ians are said to have been shot in the 
struggle for the boats. 

Butt Said to Have Killed Twelve. 

It was reported to the White House 
thai Major Hutt killed U' men who 
were scrambling for the boats before 
he himself was killed by the crazed 
passengers. 

The passengers who told the story 
of the captain's end said that lie made 
two attempts upon his life before he 
succeeded, fellow officers wresting his 
weapon trim his hand the first time 
as he stood in the ship's library. He 
then broke away and, standing at his 
post on the bridge, discharged the re- 
volver Into his mouth. 

Henry ft. Harris, theatrical mana- 
ger of this city, was one of the men 
who showed superb courage in the cri- 
sis. When the lifeboats were first be- 
ing filled, and before there was any 
panic or extraordinary excitement, he 
had been assisted into one of them at 
the side of his wife before the boat 
was lowered away. 

"Women first!" shouted one of the 
ship's officers. Mr. Harris glanced up 
und saw that the remark was address- 
ed to him. 

Goes Back to Meet Death. 

"All right," he replied coolly. "Good- 
by. my dear," he said as he kissed his 
wife, pressed her a moment to his 
breast and then climbed buck to the 
Titanic's deck. 

The night was clear and the majes- 
tic ship was steaming, It Is asid, at 
twenty-one knots when she struck the 
iceberg that sent her to the ocean bot- 
tom MM fathoms deep. Her hull rose 
on a shelf of the berg, just us has been 
surmised, and In so doing and in the 
subsequent recoil her bottom plates 
and her port side were badly torn Hiid 
slnttered, but there was no such ter- 
rific shock from the Impact as might 
have been supposed, according to the 
evidence. 

The captain and ollicers at once re- 
assured the passengers, believing that 
there was no immediate danger. 
Return to Their Staterooms. 

Under his encouragement many of 
them went back to their staterooms, 
and mil a lew calmly returned to their 
berths. That is said to account for 
the fact that mauy of the w, 



I not even on deck w hen the Imminence 
of their danger was realized, and 
scores of them were drowned in their 
stiterooms like rats In a trap. 

About one hour before the ship 
plunged to the bottom there were 
three separate explosions from the 
1 11 111 i room as the vessel filled. These 
were at intervals of about 15 minutes. 
Until then there had been no panic 
and but little disorder. From that mo- 
ment, however, there was a different 
scene. The rush for the remaining 
boats became a stampede. 

The officers had to assert their au- 
thority by force, and the three Ital- 
ians from the steerage who had tried 
to force their way In among the wom- 
en were shot down without mercy. 

Practically every woman and child, 
with the exception of those who re- 
fused to leave their husbands, were 
saved. Among these last was Mrs. 
Isidor Straus.

New York.— The action of the men 
on the Titanic was noble. They stood 
back in every Instance that I noticed 
and gave the women and children the 
first ( banco to get away safely. 

Particularly heroic was the conduct 
of Isidor Straus. Major Archibald 
Butt, John Jacob Astor and Henry B. 
Harris. 

They formed a group. Most of the 
passengers were on the stern of the 
Titanic, for the leak was forward, and 
it was known that if she sank it would 
be bow first. 

An officer of the Titanic ordered 
Mrs. Straus into a boat. She said: "1 
will not leave my husband. We've 
been together all these jreers and I'll 
not leave him now." 

It brought tears to our eyes to wit- 
ness her great devotion for her hus- 
band. 

Mr. Harris insisted that his wife get 
into a lifeboat. She refused at first, 
but was finally forced into the boat. 

As we put away I observed Mrs. 
Straus waving her handkerchief at us 
The Titanic was then settling. Her 
stern was out of the water and she 
was going down bow first. There 
must have been 1,400 persons gather- 
ed together on the stern. 

I saw Col. Astor helping get the 
women and children into the boats. 
Then he went below, remaining there 
several minutes. I believe he was 
searching for more women and chil- 
dren. 

Finally he came back again. He 
waB on deck when the Titanic sank, 
I believe, for when I last saw him he 
was still aiding in the work of rescue. 

Major Hutt was one of God'B noble- 
men. I saw him working desperately 
to get the women and children into 
boats. 

W hat need can there be of recount- 
ing the heroic deeds performed by 
these men who remained on the Ti- 
tanic? To dwell upon them only sick 
ens the heart, with the realization ol 
how they perished.

The 
ateamshlp Volturno, on her way to 
New York from Rotterdam, also had a 
narrow escape from an Iceberg In 
May, V.KiU, when, off the coast of New- 
foundland, she plowed her way Into 
an Ice Held, which ground deep scars 
Into her sides. Some bergs passed so 
near her that great chunks of Ice fell 
on her decks, but she escaped without 
serious damage. 

Iceberg Peril Next to Fog. 

The giant freighter N'aronlc of the 
White Star line, which disappeared 
from the eastward winter track across 
the Atlantic some Una after Feb. 11. 
1893, with seventy-four persons aboard, 
la also believed to have encountered 
an Iceberg and to have gono down lu 
wltli It. The facta of this dls- 
nseertalned. Her 
were found float-

southeast of Newfoundland.

How Ice Fields Are Formed. 

The greatest precautions are taken 
on board the big ocean liners to guard 
against collision with Icebergs. Not 
only nre the officers on the bridge und 
the lookout In the crow's nest Impress- 
ed with the fact that they must exer- 
cise the greatest vigilance wheu ves- 
sels approach the Newfoundland 
banks, where the danger from Ice- 
bergs Is the greatest at this time of 
the yenr. but the temperature of the 
water Is fatten frequently, nnd any 
striking drop indlcnted by the ther- 
mometer Is certain to 1* accepted as a 
warning against the presence of Ice- 
bergs lu the vlclnltj. 

This and the lowering of the tem- 
perature of the air— If one should hap- 
pen to pass to the leeward of an Ice- 
berg-are alwut the most reliable of 
all the danger signals set against this 
peril. To the eye. indeed, an Iceberg 
Is not easily perceptible at night, even 
though the weather should hnppen to 



Most of the icebergs have an 
Intense white and bluish hue. which 
blends with nn«>n light in a fashion 
that may confound the most seasoned 
und vigilant of mariners. 

Had the course of the Titanic car- 
ried her about a hundred miles to the 
southward of where the disastrous 
crash occurred she would In all piob 
ability huve steered clear of all dan 
gers from Ice. According to the most 
expert mariners, an Iceberg la rarely 
at this time of the year— or at any

one-ninth of the whole muss. It would 
be futile to seek to render nn estimate 
of the depth of an iceberg below the 
surface of the sea because this depth 
varies with the weight of that purt 
which Is above the water. A few years 
ago an iceberg which had a plnnncle 
of about 100 feet in height did not 
ground until it reached sixteen fathoms 
of water in the Belle Isle atralt. near 
St. .lohn's. ML W, 

Carried South by Labrador Current. 

Thousands of such fragments drop 
off every year. As they reach the 
water they are caught up by the polar 
currents. Nauseu. during his expedi- 
tion with the Fraui; Amundsen, during 
Uie untie trip he undertook lu 1901. 
and the DakS of Orleuus lu 1905, made 
h study of polar sea physics. The 
course of the currents is pretty well 
known from the published result of 
their observations 

Along the northern part of the West 
Crooiiland coast, I here most of the ice- 
bergs are created, there Is a current 
setting off shore uud toward the pole. 
This curreut carries the Icebergs some 
distance northward until I Junction Is 
made with what is known as the Lub 
rudor current Tills sets in in u due 
southerly direction uloug the coast ot 
Muffin buy and Lubrudor. While at 
times It ceases entirely, uud while Its 
speed varies greatly, being greatest 
near the coast, after winds from the 
northward. It bus been estimated by 
scientists thut usuully an iceberg Is 
canted south by this current at a rate 
of from ten to thirty miles In twenty 
four hours 

It Is not by uuy means smooth sail 
lug.

There is authen- 
tic information showing that n blow 
with an ax. the concussion of a gun- 
shot or the heavy blast of a steamship 
whistle has had the effect of splitting 
tlie huge mountain of drifting ice. They 
nre more readily broken in warm wea- 
ther. On the coast of Labrador dur- 
ing the short summer thut prevails 
there, when it Is packed with icebergs, 
there is a coustaut and almost deafen- 
ing crash ns icebergs collapse In col- 
lision with the const or with other 
bergs. 

Modern Safety Devices. 

In these days of progress in marine 
architecture, when the up to date liner 
Is a nonting hotel, with every device 
for the safety, comfort and amusement 
of the passengers, the loss of such a 
vessel as the Titanic comes as a shock 
to steamship men, and especially to 
those who have been figuring on bow 
to build "the largest vessel in the 
world." The Titanic, with her fifteen 
automatic self closing bulkhead doors, 
was considered uusinkable, not only by 
the officials of the White Star line, but 
by those who had made a study of 
modern shipbuilding. 

Up to date vessels are all equipped 
with these water tight compartments, 
which in time of dauger are of primary 
Importance. The captain on the bridge, 
standing at the central control of the 
bulkhead doors, can by the simple 
pressing of a single electric button 
close every door the length of the ves- 
sel nnd transform her in a few seconds 
Into a craft which the modern ship- 
builders have clulmed would float with 
many of her water tight compartments 
flooded. 

If the electric signal Indicated a ml 
nor accident In a particular part of the 
ship by pressing buttons on the bridge 
her skipper could close the compart 
meuts in that section. 

Submarine Bell Device. 
Another device for marine safety Is 
the submarine bell slgual. with which 
every vessel Is titled. These bells are 
nlso mounted on reefs und points of 
land. Their action Is by wireless or 
hand ringing, and they como Into play 
whenever two vessels approach within 
range or when a ship ncurs tho land 
station to which they belong. This 
notification usuully comes to the skip- 
per or muu lu command of the bridge 
in time for him to change his course or 
check his headway. The range of noti- 
fication Is several miles. This device 
enables vessels swallowed up In the 
dense fogs off the banks or . mid 
ocean to learn of each other's proxim- 
ity long before any fog siren or sound 
lng bell would be audible. It is also. 



most powerful senrctingnt. 

Since their Installation on the modern 
ocean liners many collisions have been 
averted by their use, it is said, and ex- 
perts have declared that many a disas- 
ter of ships running on rocks or into 
collision could have been averted if 
these submarine bells had been in use. 

One Test of the Bell. 

As nu example of the efficiency of 
the submarine signal bell, the tug Eu- 
gene V. Morau was piloted from a 
point three miles out in the open sen 
to the Ambrose channel lightship by 
a man blindfolded. lie followed the 
course by the guiding sound of the bell 
ringing some thirty feet below the 
surface of the sea. This took place on 
Feb. 31. liX K). 

The Moran went down the lower 
bay to Ambrose lightship and ran 
alongside to request that the subma- 
rine bell on board be kept ringing. In 
a short time the man who had the tel- 
ephone headpiece connected with the 
microphone receivers at the bow of 
the tug reported that the bell was 
ringing. Three miles beyond the Book 
Assistant Iai-ineer Fay was blindfold- 
ed, nnd tho tug wns put out of her 
course to confuse him. With the re 
celvers at his ears, however, he cor 
rected the course and brought the fttt 

I without much difficulty back to the 

' Ambrose lightship.

Regulations for control of the Small- 
pox epidemic of Cloverport ^vicinity, 
recommended by the State Board of 
Health. 

Smallpox has existed for some waeks 

in Cloverport and vicinity, and there 
are now ssveral cases of the disease 
in the City and ssveral in other parts 
of the County. 

This disease is entirely preventable 
and its continued presence in a com- 
munity is a plain svidence that vacci- 
nation has not besn^done as provided 
by law. 

It is a loathsome dlsesse and a most 
severs case may develops from the 
mildest ons. 

Vaccination succsssfully and propsrly 
dons is a positive means of preventing 
the disease In an individual aud when 
the sore is cared for rightly and kept 
clean it will cause very little inconve- 
nisncs to the person vaccinated. 

To suppiess ths spread of this dis- 
ease it is necessary that ths following 
measures be executed.

The County B >ard of Health is am- 
ply able through the cooperation of the

Order of County Board of Health. 

At a special meeting of the County 
Board of Health called to consider the 
epidemic of smallpox in Cloverport 
and vicinity and in other parts of the 
County, it is hereby ordered that the 
recommendation as included in the re- 
port of Dr. W. L. Heizer to the State 
Uoard of Health be enforced and that 
Dr. E. C. McDonald, of Cloverport, be 
authorized as Deputy Health officer to 
carry out the said recommendations at 
Cloverport and vicinity as follows: 

1. Quarantine each family in which 
there is a person afflicted. 

a. Maintain this quarantine by 
means of one or more guards. 

3. Vaccinate the remainder of the 
family whether or not they have besn 
previously vaccinatsd and any others 
who have been exposed to the disease. 

4. Enforce the general vaccination 
law. 

In addition It is ordered that only 
fresh bovine virus be used and that a 
certnicate of vaccination signed and 
dated by the physician so doing shall 
be so worded that it shall declare the 
fact that the skin was scarified and in-^ 



to the denuded arsa was rubbed well 
with fresh bovine virus and that tho 
smallpox pustule or pustules resulted. 

Ths health officer or deputy may ac- 
cept as svidence of attsmptsd vaccina,- 
tion a statsment that ths skin was scar- 
ified and into this denudsd area was 
rubbed well fresh vaccine virus. This 
statement shall be signed and dated by 
the physician who psrformed the op- 
eration and presented to the health 
officer or his dsputy. 

5. That the County health officer or 
dsputy is instructed to visit any and 
all casss of smallpox and that all pap- 
ular or pustular diseases of ths skin bs 
rsported to ths County hsalth officsr 
as provided by law. 

ti. That tne County hsalth officer 
or dsputy health officsr be given tho 
authority to secure fresh vaccina 
points for the vaccination of the indi- 
gent of ths County as provided by law, 
and a sufficient number of guards~to 
carry out the provisions of this order.

CARD PLAYERS CONTINUE GAME 



LONG AFTER THE TITANIC RE- 
CEIVED HER DEATH-BLOW — 
M EN FACED THEIR DOOM 
BRAVELY— WORST MARINTINE 
DISASTER OF MODERN TIMES- 
WOMEN SAVED AND MEN GO 
DOWN WITH MONSTER SHIP. 

New York. — Among the Titanic's 
survivors who arrived on the Carpa- 
thia are two newspaper men — John 
lieasley. of London, correspondent of 
the New York World, and Charles F. 
Ilurd. of this city. Mr. Measley gave 
the following account of ill fate of the 
Titanic: 

"The voyage from Quenstown had 
been quite uneventful; very fine 
weather was experienced and the sea 
was quite calm. 

"I had been In my berth for about 
ten minutes when at about 11:15 p. m.

Captain Smith, commander of the ill 
fated Titanic, was commodore of the 
White Star line fleet. In his 40 years 
of experience he Dever had a serious 
accident until last year, when the 
Olympic, of which he was captain, was 
by the British cruiser Hawke 



I felt a slight Jar and then soon after 
a second oue, but not sufficiently large 
to cause any anxiety to any one, how- 
ever nervous they may have been. 
However, the engines stopped Imme- 
diately afterward, and my first thought 
was, 'She has lost a propeller. 1 

"I went on the top (boat) deck in 
a dressing gown and found only a few 
people there, who had come up sim- 
ilarly to Inquire why we had stopped, 
but there was no sort of anxiety in the 
minds of any one. 

"We saw through the smoking room 
window a game of cards going on and 
went In to inquire if they knew any- 
thing; it seems they felt more of the 
Jar, and, looking through the window, 
had seen a huge Iceberg go by close 
to the side of the boat. They thought 
we had just grased it with a glancing 
blow, and the engines had been stop- 
ped to see If any damage had been 
done. 

"No one, of course, had any concep- 
tion that she had been pierced below 
by part of the submerged Iceberg. The 
game went on without any thought 
of disaster, and I retired to my cabin 
to read uutil we went on again. I 
never saw any of the playera or the 
onlookers agaiu. 

"Ou going on deck again I saw that 
there was an undoubted list down- 
wards from stern to bows, but, know- 
ing nothing of what had happened, 
concluded some of the front compart 
meats had tilled and weighted her 
down I went dowu agaiu to put on 
warmer coining aud aa I dressed 
heard an order shouted: 'All passen 
gars ou deck with life belts ou.' 

"The ship was absolutely still, and 



except for a gentle tilt downward, 
which I don't think one person In ten 
would have noticed at that time, no 
signs of the approaching disaster were 
visible. She lay Just as If she were 
waiting the order to go on again, when 
some trifling matter had been adjusted. 
But In a few moments we snw the 
covers lifted from the boats and the 
crews allotted to them standing by ami 
curling up the ropes which were to 
lower them by the pulley blocks Into 
the water. 

"We then began to realize It was 
more serious than had been supposed, 
and my first thought was to go down 
and get more clothing nnd some 
money, but seeing people pourini; up 
the stairs derided it was better to 
cause no confusion to people coming 
up. Presently we beard the order: 

"'AH men stand bacl< away from 
the boats an 1 all ladies retire to next 
deck below — the smoking-room deck 
or B deck.' The men nil stood away 
and remained In absolute silence, lean- 
ing against the end railings of the 
deck or pacing slowly up and down. 
The boats were swum: out and lower- 
ed from A deck. When they were to 
the level of B deck, whore all the la- 
dles were collected, the ladies got In 
H.iietly, with the exception of some, 
who refused to leave their husbands. 

"Looking over the side, one saw 
boats from aft already in the water, 
slipping quietly away into the dark- 
ness, and presently the boats near to 
me were lowered and with much 
creaking as the new ropes slipped 
through the pulley-blocks down the 90 
feet which separated them from the 
water. An officer in uniform came up 
as one boat went down and shouted: 
'When you are afloat, row round to 
the companion ladder and stand by 
with the other boats for orders.' 

"One by one the boats were filled 
with women and chidren, lowered and 
rowed away into the night. Presently 
the word went round among the men, 
'the men are to be put in boats on the 
starboard side.' I was on the port 
side and most of the men walked 
across the deck to see If this was so. 
I remained where I presently heard 
the call: 'Any more ladies?' Looking 
over the side of the ship I saw the 
boat. No. 13, swinging level with B 
deck, half full of ladies. Again the 
call was repeated: 'Any more ladles?' 
Advised To Jump. 

"I aiw none come on, and then one 
of the crew looked up ami said: 'Any 
ladies on your deck, sir?' 

" 'No,' I replied. 

"'Then you had better Jump.' 

"I dropped nnd fell in the bottom as 
they cried, 'Lower away.' As the boat 
began to descenil two ladies were 
pushed hurriedly through the crowd 
on B deck and heaved over Into the 
boat, and a baby of 10 months passed 
down after them."

There are almost always off days dur- 
ing the season when, for tome reason, 
the sap does uot run. Improve the time 
by giving collecting and receiving 
tanks, as well as all other utensils, a 
thorough cleaning. 

Keeping the sap boiling rapidly and 
uot letting it stand in pails or tanks are 
the secrets of light-colored syrup. Al- 
lowing it to stand a day or two before 
boiling impairs the flavor. 

A thick flannel strainer take, out 
many of the impuiities in the sap which 
the old-fashioned strainer allowed to 
pass. -Lexington Herald.
